type, the volume of sales , averag 
mles per store, typical rates of stock 
turnover, etc. In short, no reliable 
yardsticks exist by which a merch¬ 
ant nan measure his own business 
against others and no reliable dr 4 
c xist by witch he can visualize th- 
extent and importance of the vas* 
mechanism of which he forms ; 
pirt. t 

There is every reason to bclDve 
that when such facts are available 
the merchants of the Dom'rion wil’ 
h>* able to increase the efficiency of 
their own distribution activities, be¬ 
cause ttujy will hav? practical com- 
pnrative stanriards to judge bv ard 
because w:th a broad picture of dis¬ 
tribution activities before them they 
may be able to make adjustments 
which w 11 enable them to utilize 
more profitably the other ports of 
the system of which they are a unit.

whole weighing about 1,200 tons.
